REVOLUTIONARY LEADER 
UNKNOWN POLITICALLY 

LONDON, March 11.—The leaders 
of the revolutionary movement now 
developing in Russia are entirely un- 
known in (Russian political circles 
which indicates that the movement ts 
non-political and one of the board 
}masses of the Russian people them- 
selves, according to Anatolyn Balkal- 
off, president of a group of Russian 
social democrats in London. 

M. Baikaloff today communicated 
to British labor leaders tmportant pri- 
vate information which has filtered 
into (Russian polftical and commercial 
circles in London from what he char- 


acterized as “most reifable” sources 
of information in Russia. 
“Statements of the soviet govern- 


ment that the movement i# directed 
|by a White counter-revolution and 
the entente are entirely false,’ declar- 
ed M. Baikaloff in his communication 
to the labor leaders. 

The revolt is being carried on by 
workers, sailors, soldiers and peasants. 
The socialist parties are not even dt 
rectly responsible. The movement Is 
concentrated in Petrograd but epeard- 
‘ting through the country. 

“We have reliable information thet 
the garrison of Prkov and Bmolnsk 
|have revolted; that in Tula, Serpuk- 
'hoff and Kolomna (respectively 180 
miles south, 57 miles south and 63 
miles southwest of Moscow) the work 
ers have expelled the commissaries 
and proclaimed a general strike and 
that the peasants of the Ukraine, 
western Siberia and the Ukral are ia 
open revolt. 

“Moscow, where the most 
troops are concentrated, now ts quiet 
but only by military force can the 
authorities prevent the Moscow work- 
ers from joining the revolutionaries.*

If 
there was any meaning in the ver- 
diet of the people of the Province 
five years ago it was that the pub- 
lie drinking place had to ‘‘go.’’ 
There has been no reversal of 
that verdict, and the Legislature 
has no mandate to set it aside.

The Oil Strike 


It is the Mackenzie Valley that 
is today attracting world attention 
to Northern Canada, because of 
the oil strike 50 miles below Nor- 
man. The world needs oil. From 
day to day its field of usefulness is 
expanding, demands increasing, 
and the supply diminishing. The 
strike of a gusher of high grade 
oil below Norman at a depth of 
800 feet is an event of world-wide 
importance. This strike makes it 
possible that the well defined val- 
ley extending for 500 miles from 
Wrigley to the delta may be oil 
producing—thzt in fact the great- 
est oil field of the world is in pro-, 
ces of being exploited. | 


Transport of Oil to Market 

While the distance from market 
is at present very great and means 
of communication are lacking, 
four hundred miles of railway line 
from the present end of steel at 
Peace River to the ‘‘Head of the 
Line’’ og the Mackenzie would 
give ready access to the oil field 
and would enable the oil to reach 
the world’s market. During five 
months of the year tank barges 
could be operated on the Macken. 
zie that would bring the oil from 
the wells to the railway, pending 
the further demonstration of the 
field and the construction of pipe 
or railway lines to the wells. A 
capital investment of 12 millions 
would be necessary to build such a 


| railway, plus the necessary invest 


ment in steamers and storage 
facilities. This is not an amount 
that is beyond reach or reason, if 
oil development occurs to justify 
the expenditure. But it must be 
found and expended if the re 
sources of the Great North are to 
be developed. There is enough ter 
ritory awaiting development win 
enough resources besides oil, to 
warrant the commencement of 
railway construction without de 
lay. It is not likely that the 400 
miles of railway can be  uilt iu 
less than three or four years. The
